The clerk told the man, “ We have none 
of that kind in stock,” but asked him 
to look at a later style and sold the 
man a modern storm coat 
“T hat man has been n long time 
awa% from New York,” said the salea- 
m aa' A hen his custom er departed, ‘’and 
be Siust have spent his time In the 
backwoods, for the coat he looked for 
has been a back number for years.” 
The rain coat and the storm coat, It 
was explained, are continually growing 
In popularity, but other m aterials have 
taken the place of rubber, and w ater­ 
proof garm ents are now made to re­ 
semble the ordinary article so closely 
th at In some Instances a careful Inspec­ 
tion Is necessary to determ ine their 
real character. 
The original w aterproof was n heavy, 
shiny, all rubber garm ent with big, 
bleck vulcanized buttons. 
It was stiff, 
heavy and uncomfortable and could al­ 
most stand alone. 
Then cnme the 
lighter coat with the checked lining. 
T hat wus a great step forward, and 
the material was considered so neat 
and comfortable th at great quantities 
of It were made up Into garm ents for 
women and children. 
But the shiny 
surface was a drawback, and wet 
w eather garm ents which did not pro­ 
claim themselves as such had to he 
placed on the m arket before w ater­ 
proof clothing reached Its greatest 
popularity. 
The first mackintosh gar­ 
m ents were expensive and not within 
the reach of the majority, hut the proc­ 
ess of m anufacturing has lieen Improv­ 
ed, and cloth surface waterproof coats 
have become comparatively cheap, va­ 
rying in price now from |3 to $25. They 
are sold as walking, driving arid outing 
coats and are made In all styles and 
shapes for men, women and children. 
But the nature of the material pre­ 
cluded lig h tn e s s , and this difficulty was 
not overcome until w aterproof cloth 
w ith no ru b ier lin’ng was placed on 
the m arket 
G arm ents made from this materiel 
soon found fa^or with the public de­ 
spise the fact th at they were more ex­ 
pensive than the various other styles 
and could not be sold for less than 
$25. 
The m aterial from which they 
were made was imported, and women’s 
skirts and other garm ents were made
